A Momentous Jubilee 


25th Anniversary of the Propagation of the Decree “Quam Singulari”’ 
by Pope Pius X. 





@; IVE years had passed. Teachers, preachers, writers and 
x theologians were adjusting themselves to the enforce- 

ment of the decree “Sacra Tridentina Synodus” on 
frequent and daily Communion issued by His Holiness 
Pope Pius X on December 20, 1905. Souls, both of 
the clergy and laity, hailed with inexpressible joy this 
decree of the saintly Pontiff who was to win for himself the title 
“Pope of the Eucharist.” The Vicar of Christ had spoken. Through 
him the Divine Master invited ALL to approach the Holy Table daily. 
With convincing logic he swept aside all arguments and objections 
against frequent Communion. Both priests and people were beginning 
to realize the fallacy of Jansenism,— that the fewness of our Com- 
munions would never make us holier or better. But the “Pope of 
the Eucharist” had only prepared the world for a decree of still 
mightier import. 
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On August 8, 1910, just twenty-five years ago, he issued another 
decree, the far-reaching influence of which can be measured only by 
eternity. It was a document which must have been first written in the 
tender Heart of the Divine Lover of children, and it flowed from the 
pen of Pope Pius X as the decree “Quam Singulari,” treating of the 
EARLY and FREQUENT Communion of children. Few people seemed 
to grasp the full import of this decree so readily as the little ones 
themselves. Throughout the world, many of them, of their own in- 
itiative, wrote to the Holy Father to thank him for permitting them 
to receive Jesus when still so young. 

Pope Pius X had a veritable Eucharistic letter box of correspon- 
dence from the “lambs” of his world-wide flock, and on more than 
one “occasion His Holiness replied in his own handwriting. Only 
twenty days after the decree had been announced, a little French boy 
wrote: 

“Desvres, August 28, 1910 
“Most Holy Father, 

“It is a little child of France who veniures to write to you 
and tell you how glad he was to hear that you allow him to receive 
Jesus. I have been seven years old for fifteen days, so I may now 
make my First Communion. How happy I am! I love Little Jesus 
very much. I will pray hard for you, Most Holy Father, that He may 
give you many more years for saving my little French brothers and 
sisters. 

“Deign, Most Holy Father, to bless your little child, and bless 
also my dear parents and my little brother, who made his First Com- 
munion this year. 

“Your little child, who wishes always to be a good Catholic, 

Gerard Vandenbroucque.” 


To which the Holy Father replied: 
“My dear Gerard, 

“Your nice letter was a real comfort to me. For if, as the 
Psalm'st says, it is out of the mouths of babes and sucklings that 
God perfects His praise, since it is He who grants them speech, then 
it must have been He and no other who willed the decree about First 
Communion. So I thank you for this consolation, and still more for 
the prayers you are going to offer for me to the good Jesus, when, in 
a few days, you will receive Him in Holy Communion, In token of 
my gratitude I send you a little souvenir for that occasion, and will 
pray for you that you may always keep as good as upon that day, for 
the consolation of your family. And now, my dear Gerard, with all 
my heart I give a very special blessing to you, to the parents you love 
so well, to your brother, and to all the children of France, in order 
that they may follow your example in making an early First Com- 
munion, showing by this means their love for Jesus. 

Pius X, Pope. 
From the Vatican, September 2, 1910.” 
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Fruits of Youthful Holiness 


Priests imbued with the spirit of Christ and filled with the realiza- 
tion of the untold spiritual good which would result from Jesus’ 
claiming the innocent heart of the child before it should be contami- 
nated by the world, have zealously put into practice the decree for 
the early Communion of children. 

What a wonderful harvest has been reaped in the past two decades! 
There has been a striking type of sanctity in children during these 
years. Little ones have gone to Jesus, Jesus has come to them, and 
He has caused the flowers of virtue to bloom in their tender, loving 
souls. As soon as children know that it is the good God who dwells 
behind the little golden door of the tabernacle and who comes to 
them in Holy Communion, they are able to profit by the presence of 
Jesus in their soul. 

The Divine Sun of the Eucharist has sanctified the children of 
sunny Spain. Outstanding among them is Antonito Martinez Mingo 
de la Fedraja, who was born at Santander on August 8, 1920 (the 
10th anniversary of the decree) and died February 23, 1929, in the 
odor of sanctity. 

“In the School of the Savior,” a booklet teaching children the 
“Little Secret” of union with Jesus, gives striking examples of Ger- 
man children who have lived lives of special virtue and truly close 
union with Jesus in the Most Blessed Sacrament. 

France has budded forth its Little Peter D’Airelle, its Guy 
de Fontgalland, its Anne de Guigne, and many other saintly 
children. ; 

The Holy Eucharist has produced in Italy such souls as Gustave 
Maria Bruni, called “The Little Seraph of the Blessed Sacrament,” 
Maria of Padua, and Elena Massini,— all lovers of the Sacrament 
of Love. 

Poor, bleeding Russia has given us so heroic a child as Marian 
von Klodt. 

There have been saintly little almond-eyed children in China, 
whose fervor may be judged by the little one who, when told she 
might receive her First Holy Communion when she should have lost 
her baby teeth, hastened to break them all out with a club and came 
with bleeding mouth to beg for the Bread of Angels. 

When the African negroes learned of the decree of Pope Pius 
X, they exclaimed: “See how well the Pope knows us! He 
knows that our children cannot live without food any more than we 
ourselves!” 

The children of India are not outdone by their European brothers 
and sisters. Through the strength imparted by the Holy Eucharist, 
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many a coffee-colored, dark-eyed child has practiced heroic patience 
amidst the many diseases to which the children of India are heir. 

The story of the saintly Irish child, “Little Nellie of Holy God,” 
has led many a boy and girl to love the “dear Holy God” on the altar. 

Canada has given its “Little Sister of the Angels,” and Jacques 
Bernard. 

In our own United States, so modern, so tragically notorious for 
its disrupted homes and pampered children, there are many sanctuaries 
of truly Christian families where Jesus reigns, and where, under the 
benign rays of the Holy Eucharist, marvelous buds of sanctity have 
been nurtured, such as Jane McClory, the “Little Herald of the En- 
thronement,” and Joseph Lampe, a saintly child of the diocese of 
Cleveland. 

But fruits of sanctity are apparent not only in children who have 
died young, as those above named, but are even more convincingly 
shown in those who have reached maturity. Was it not by Divine 
enlightenment that Pius X, twenty-five years ago, urged the giving of 
Jesus to the little ones? Did he foresee the trend of our modern 
educational system, the atheistic tendencies in our schools and asso- 
ciations of today? How easily young people would fall a prey to these, 
were they not fortified by the “Bread of the Strong”! As it is, we 
find many lily-souls in our homes, our schools, our colleges. And 
if asked how they can remain so pure, so spotless in the midst of so 
many temptations of our times, the answer will invariably be: Through 
prayer and frequent Holy Communion! 

The celebration of the Silver Jubilee of the decree on early and 
frequent Communion for children should give a new impetus to the 
zeal of priests, teachers and parents in leading the little ones to Jesus, 
the preserver of innocence. Then the fruits of Holy Communion for 
the youth will become even more abundant, according to the promise: 
“He that abideth in Me and I in him, the same beareth much fruit” 
(John xv. 5).

Doctrine and Practice of the Church 
Regarding the First Holy Communion for Children 





Beta HE pages of the Gospels plainly testify to the special love 
| which Christ showed, whilst on earth, to the little ones. It 
was His delight to be in their midst, He laid His hands upon 
them, He embraced and blessed them, He was indignant when 
they were repulsed by His disciples and reprimanded the 
latter in the following words: “Suffer the little children to 
come unto Me and forbid them not; for of such is the king- 
dom of God” (Mark x. 14). How highly He prized their innocence and 
simplicity of soul He shows when, calling a little one, He said to His disciples: 
“Amen, I say to you, unless you be converted, and become as little children, 
you shall not enter into the kingdom of heaven. Whosoever, therefore, shall 
humble himself as this little child, he is the greater in the kingdom of heaven. 
And he that shall receive one such little child in My name, receiveth Me.” 

But in establishing the year when children come to the use of reason, many 
errors and deplorable abuses have crept in, in the course of time. There are 
those who consider one age necessary for the sacrament of Penance, another 
for Holy Eucharist. For the sacrament of Penance they judged that age 
necessary in which one can distinguish right from wrong, hence can commit 
sin; for Holy Eucharist, however, they required a greater age in which a 
deeper knowledge of matters of faith and a better preparation of the soul 
can be had. And thus, according to the various customs of places and opinions 
of men, the age of ten years was fixed for receiving first Holy Communion in 
some places, in others fourteen years and even more were required, in the 
meanwhile forbidding all those children under the required age from receiving 
Holy Communion. 

This custom by which, under the plea of safeguarding the august Sacra- 
ment, the faithful were kept away from the same, was the cause of many 
evils. It happened that the innocence of childhood, torn away from the em- 
braces of Christ, was deprived of the sap of interior life; from which it also 
followed that youth, destitute of this strong help, surrounded by so many 
snares, having lost its candor, fell into vice before ever tasting of the sacred 


mysteries. 
A Custom to be Condemned 


Not less is the custom which exists in many places to be con- 
demned, according to which children are not allowed to receive the 
sacrament of Penance before they are admitted to Communion, or 
else absolution is not given to them; thus it happens that, burdened 
perhaps with mortal sins, they remain a long time in great danger. 
But the worst of all is that in some places children not yet admitted 
to Holy Communion are not permitted to receive the sacred Viaticum, 
even when in danger of death, and thus, dying and being buried as 
infants, they are not helped by the prayers of the Church. 

The abuses which we condemn may be traced to the fact that 
those who demand a certain age for Penance and another for Holy 
Eucharist have neither wisely nor rightly defined the required age. 
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The Lateran Counci! requires the same age for both sacraments, since 
it imposes a joint obligation of Penance and Communion. Therefore, 
since the age of discretion required for Penance is that at which right 
can be distinguished from wrong, namely, when one comes to the use 
of reason; so also for Communion that age is required which can dis- 
tinguish the Eucharistic Bread from the common. 


About Seven Years of Age 


The principal interpreters of the Lateran Council and those who 
lived at that time did not think differently. From the history of the 
Church it is evident that many synods and episcopal decrees, beginning 
with the twelfth century, shortly after the Lateran Council, admitted 
children of seven years of age to Holy Communion. 

There is, moreover, a testimony of the greatest authority, St. 
Thomas Aquinas, which reads: ‘‘When children begin to have some 
use of reason so that they can conceive some devotion towards the 
Sacrament (Eucharist), then this Sacrament can be given to them.” 
The same is explained by Ledesma as follows: ‘‘I say with the consent 
of all, that Holy Eucharist should be given to all having the use of 
reason, no matter how soon they may acquire the same; even though 
the child should have but a confused idea of what it is doing.’’ Vasques 
explains the same passage in the following words: ‘“‘As soon as a child 
attains the use of reason, it is obliged by Divine law, so that not even 
the Church can dispense it from the same.”’ 

The words of the Roman Council, held under Benedict XIII, agree 
with this, teaching that ‘‘the obligation of receiving Holy Eucharist 
begins after the boys and girls have come to the use of reason, to 
that age, namely, in which they are capable of distinguishing this 
sacramental food, which is no other than the true Body of Jesus Christ, 
from the common and profane bread, and know how to approach the 
same with the proper devotion and religion.’’ The Roman Catechism, 
however, says: “At what age Holy Communion should be given to 
children, no one can judge better than the father or the priest to whom 
they confess their sins; for theirs is the duty to find out and inquire 
of the children if they have acquired some knowledge of this Sacra- 
ment and a taste for the same.’”’ A perfect knowledge of the articles 
of faith is, therefore, not necessary, as a few elements alone are suffi- 
cient; nor is the full use of reason required, since the beginning of 
the use of reason, that is, some kind of use of reason, suffices. Where- 
fore, to put off Communion any longer or to exact a riper age for the 
reception of the same is to be rejected absolutely, and the same has 
been repeatedly condemned by the Holy See. 


Rules of the Sacred Congregation of Sacramental Discipline 


Having seriously considered all these things, the Sacred Congregation of 
Sacramental Discipline, at a general meeting held on the 15th of July, 1910, 
in order that the above-mentioned abuses might be removed and the children 
of tender years become attached to Jesus, live His life, and obtain assistance 
against the dangers of corruption, has judged it opportune to lay down the 
following form for admitting children to first Holy Communion to be ob- 
served everywhere:— 
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1. The age of discretion required both for confession and Communion 
is the time when the child begins to reason, that is, about the seventh year, 
more or less. From this time on the obligation of satisfying the precept of 
both confession and Communion begins. 

2. Both for first confession and Communion a complete and perfect 
knowledge of Christian doctrine is not necessary. The child will, however, 
be obliged to gradually learn the whole catechism according to its ability. 

3. The knowledge of Christian doctrine required of children in order to 
be properly prepared for first Holy Communion is that they understand accord- 
ing to their capacity those mysteries of faith which are necessary as a means 
of salvation, that they be able to distinguish the Eucharist from common and 
material bread, and also approach the Sacred Table with the devotion be- 
coming their age. 

4. The obligation of the precept of confession and Communion which 
rests upon children, falls back principally upon those in whose care they are, 
that is, parents, confessors, teachers and their pastors. It belongs to the 
parent, however, or to the person taking his place, as also to the confessor, 
according to the Roman’ catechism, to admit the child to first Holy Communion. 

5. The pastors shall take care to announce and distribute general Com- 
munion once or several times a year to the children, and on these occasions 
they shall admit not only first communicants, but also others, who with the 
consent of their parents or confessor, as has been said above, have already 
been admitted to the Sacred Table. For both classes, several days of in- 
structions and preparation shall precede. 

6. Those who have the care of children should use all diligence, so that 
after first Holy Communion the children shall often approach the Holy Table, 
even daily, if possible, as Jesus Christ and Mother Church desire, and that 
they do it with a devotion becoming their age. They should bear in mind 
their most important duty, by which they are obliged to have the children 
present at the public instructions in catechism; otherwise they must supply 
this religious instruction in some other way. 

7. The custom of not admitting children to confession, or of not absolving 
them, is absolutely condemned. Wherefore the Ordinaries of places, using 
those means which the law gives them, shall see that it is done away with. 

8. It is an utterly detestable abuse not to administer Viaticum and Ex- 
treme Unction to children having attained the use of reason and to bury them 
according to the manner of infants. The Ordinaries of places shall proceed 
severely against those who do not abandon this custom. 

These resolutions of the Eminent Fathers, the Cardinals of this Sacred 
Congregation, have been approved by our most holy Lord, Pope Pius X, 
in an audience given on the seventh day of the current month, and he has 
commanded the present decree to be edited and promulgated. He has com- 
manded all. the Ordinaries that the present decree should be made known 
not only to the pastors and clergy, but also to the people, to whom it shall 
be read yearly, at Easter time, in the vernacular language. The Ordinaries 
themselves will be obliged at the end of every five years (together with 
the other affairs of their diocese) to give an account of the observance of 
this decree to the Holy See.

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The Greatest Apostolate 





N A remarkable manner, the prophetical words of the 
saintly Pope Pius X: “There will be saints among the 
children,’”’ have been verified since little ones may re- 
ceive Jesus into their hearts when still innocent and 
unspoiled by the world. Often, in recent years, our 
Lord has granted singular graces to boys and girls, 
and their words seem little less than inspired, in the 

truths they emphatically convey. One of these privileged children was 

a little Spanish girl, Mary Margaret of Jesus. She burned with the 
zeal of an apostle of love, to which she joined in an admirable manner 
the apostolate of prayer. ‘‘When one loves it is not difficult to pray,” 
she often said. 

Her director tells us: “I wished to learn about her practice of 
prayer. One day she gave me this answer: ‘I do not have any practice, 
my Father. My prayer is foolishness or a folly, but a folly which I 
love very much.’ 

“Tell me about this folly,’’ I said. ‘What is it?’’ 

“*To love Jesus and to let Him love me.’ 

“Do you think much about Jesus when you pray?” I inquired. 

“*T can scarcely think at all... As soon as I try to look at Him 
mentally, my mind sinks down into my heart, and my heart goes 
up to my head. Then I do not know whether I am thinking or loving. 
What I do know is that I am filled with joy, and this joy makes 
me cry.’”’ 

This little girl was always very enthusiastic when missions were 
given in her village, but she did not take an active part in the ex- 
terior works. ‘‘My uselessness is great,’’ she remarked to her director, 
“but I shall try very hard to make Jesus bless the missionaries’ work. . 
I will bewail my poverty, and love.” 

“Do you think it is sufficient to bewail your poverty, and to 
love in order to be an apostle of Jesus?” asked her director. To 
this question, the child made this reply: 

“No one is an apostle who does not love, and no one loves who 
is not an apostle... Jesus has taught me that the greatest apostolate 
is to love more and more. If we love Him very much, He will give 
us everything we want, yes, even the conversion of the greatest sin- 
ners. Is it not true that the Blessed Virgin did more than all the 
apostles?’ —- Had not this child perfectly grasped the sentiments of 
Father Matheo, our present-day apostle of love: “If you hear that 
I should become paralyzed, that I am no longer able to preach, to 
write, to walk, do not say: “What of his mission?’ No, for as long 
as I have a heart to love and a body to suffer, I will still be an 
apostle! I would not be preaching four or five times a day, but a 
hundred times, on the cross. In life and in death I will be an apostle 
for I love Him, I love Him, I love Him! In sickness and in health 
I will be an apostle, for I want all to love Him, to love Him, to 
love Him!” 
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Our Seventh National Eucharistic Congress 





EARLY five years have elapsed since the Sixth National 
Eucharistic Congress of the United States convened in 
Omaha, Nebraska. Preparations are now in progress 
for the Seventh National Congress, to be held in Cleve- 
land, Ohio from September 23d to 26th. With the 
approval of the hierarchy, the Most Reverend Bishop 

Schrembs, recently elected President of all Eucharistic Congresses in the 

United States, chose his own see city as the host to the next National Con- 

gress. Among other reasons, this choice is fitting because of the fact that 
the year 1935 marks the one-hundredth anniversary of the location 
of the first resident priest in Cleveland, then only a small town. 

Another anniversary of importance which makes the year 1935 appro- 
priate for the holding of the Congress is the 150th anniversary of 
the consecration of the first Bishop of the United States, Right Rev- 
erend John Carroll of Baltimore. Since then the Church has grown 

mightily, for at present there are one hundred and fourteen dioceses 

in the United States. 

This growth of the Church in our country will be exemplified 
by the dedication of an altar to each individual diocese, not only of 
the United States proper, but also of its several insular possessions. 
Pilgrims from the various localities will thus have the comfort of 
being able to attend Holy Mass said by their own priests and prelates 
at their own diocesan altar. These altars —one hundred and twenty 
in number — are being erected in the municipal auditorium of Cleve- 
land, the stage of which will become a vast sanctuary, wherein the 
great drama of the Mass will be enacted simultaneously on scores of 
altars. What a mighty act of adoration and praise, thanksgiving, 
reparation and petition will thus ascend to the throne ef the Most High! 

The appointment by the Holy Father of His Eminence, Cardinal 
Hayes of New York, as his Legate, is a cause of great joy and en- 
thusiasm to those preparing for the event. During the three days 
of the Congress, the Most Blessed Sacrament will be constantly ex- 
posed in an open-air cathedral in the heart of the city, where It 
will shine forth as a beacon light both to Catholics and non-Catholics, 
drawing them by Its magnetic power to Him who is the Way, the Truth 
and the Life. 

On the opening night of the Congress, the men will be privileged 
to keep a holy hour of adoration from eleven to twelve o’clock 
and to receive Holy Communion at the Solemn Pontifical Mass to 
be celebrated at midnight. What a deep impression will not this 
magnificent demonstration of faith make upon the hearts both of 
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the participants and of those who are privileged to witness it! 

Nothing is being left undone to assure the success of the Seventh 
National Eucharistic Congress. Yet, vastly more significant and far- 
reaching are the interior preparations which should precede such a 
great Eucharistic event, in which all the faithful throughout the vast 
stretches of our country should unite in order to tender a worthy 
reception to our Eucharistic King; for upon the receptive state of 
the minds and hearts of the people will depend the abundance of the 
fruits ripened by the Eucharistic Sun. By a more frequent reception 
of the sacraments and devout assistance at Holy Mass, by fervent prayer 
and other spiritual works, let us implore God to bless with rich fruits 
this holy work for the glory of His Eucharistic presence. Then shall 
we, too, witness a new blossoming of faith, hope and charity and all 
Christian virtues in our beloved land. We shall behold increased 
numbers of souls hastening to the health-giving springs of this great 
Sacrament, drawing therefrom vigor to cast off the contagion of im- 
morality and godlessness with which so many are infected in these 
sad times. We shall see not only greater numbers of worshipers 
assisting daily and frequently at the Divine Sacrifice of the Mass, but, 
penetrating into the secret of their hearts, we shall be thrilled by the 
new depths of faith, love and piety which accompany their exterior 
worship. 

The saintly Popes of recent decades, witnessing with alarm the 
growing decline of spiritual life and the decay of morals, have been 
unanimous in urging the faithful, with all the might of their God-given 
powers of eloquence and the burning fervor of their souls, to draw 
from the grace-giving fountain of the Holy Eucharist, strength and 
light and life to combat these dread evils and to pass through the 
midst of them unscathed, as did the Israelites through the parted waters 
cf the Red Sea. In the glowing language of the encyclicals issued 
by them, our languishing fervor finds new fuel as the ardor of their 
dcvotion communicates itself to our hearts. Above all, they stress 
the bond of charity which this holy Sacrament forges and strengthens 
among the faithful, dissolving enmities, dissensions and personal am- 
bitions in that charity which reigns in the Heart of Christ. 

“That genuine charity which knows how to do and to suffer 
all things for the salvation and the benefit of all, leaps forth with 
all the heat and energy of a flame from that most holy Eucharist in 
which Christ Himself is present and lives, in which He indulges to 
the utmost His love toward us, and under the impulse of that Divine 
love, ceaselesly renews His Sacrifice,” wrote Pope Leo XIII. 

That this flame of charity may be enkindled and nourished dur- 
ing the days of the Congress, let us often repeat during the coming 
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weeks of preparation: “O Jesus, deign to bless with rich fruits our 
coming National Eucharistic Congress! Crown its work with success 
and help us to spread the knowledge and the love of Thy Blessed 
Eucharist in the hearts of all our people!” 





Family Communion 
HE practice of what is known as “Family Communion” 
is one that is growing in many of our parishes. It 
means that at certain times — like Christmas, Easter 
or perhaps monthly —the members of the family re- 
ceive Holy Communion as a unit, the father, mother 
and all the children. It is an object of edification to 
the entire parish when a father, a mother and their five or six children 
devoutly and revcrently approach the Holy Table together. The Holy 
Eucharist becomes the “bond of union” of this family and we can 
imagine the peace which it imparts to their hcme life. 

Religion in the home is the foundation of the real Catholic life. 
It is not a difficult matter for priest or sister to urge the pupils to 
frequent Communion and confession when that habit has been en- 
couraged in the truly Catholic home. A good father and mother, 
with the implicit confidence of their flock, can instil into those children 
a deeply religious feeling and do as much and sometimes more than 
the priest or sister in producing ideal Catholic young folks. 

The Divine Guest entertained by each member of the family is 
indeed a great one. The visitor is God Himself, who comes to be 
our food and strength, to give courage for the battles of life. There 
is no better aid to a holy life than to receive often the Author of all 
grace and blessing and all good gifts,— no stronger armor against 
the snares and temptations of life. The spiritual life, the flower of 
the Christian life, has its root and source in the Blessed Eucharist. 
Let the Real Presence of our Divine Lord in the Holy Sacrament of 
the Altar be a source of grace and blessing for every member of the 
family. If the “Bread of angels” is received often, it will nourish 
the spiritual life and be for the whole family a pledge of their 
everlasting union with God in heaven. 

Countless hosts are consecrated and surrounded by gold and 
precious stones of the ciborium and monstrance. They are carried 
in processions and exposed for our grateful adoration, but the last 
abiding place of the Sacred Host, and the one Jesus concealed therein 
loves best, is the human breast. May every heart in your family 
become this precious tabernacle for the God of love!

T. PAUL of the Cross possessed in an admirable man- 
ner the Eucharistic instinct. By a secret attraction of 
¥i his soul he could discern where the Blessed Sacrament 

? } was present. This extraordinary incident is related in 

RM his life: A certain sinner who had committed an enor- 

mous sacrilege, having repented of his deed, came to 

the saint to return to him a consecrated Host. Instantly St. Paul felt 
the presence of his God, and Jesus flew from the hands of the sinner 
to the hands of His faithful servant. 

With the same eagerness Jesus comes to us if we prepare our- 
selves worthily. He comes with such eagerness because He longs to 
assist us. He would fulfill in us those admirable promises He has 
made in favor of those who receive His sacred Body and Blood. 

With sublime eloquence, St. Thomas, Bishop of Villanova, ad- 
monished his flock to receive Holy Communion frequently. “In this 
Divine Food,” he said, “is the source of all virtues and the fulness of 
all that grace works in pure souls. You nourish your body with food 
and drink every day, yet you are so slothful as to nourish your soul, 
which has to bear so many cares and so much misery, but once a 
month. No wonder that you so quickly grow weary on the difficult 
path to heaven.” 

A pious lady once complained to St. Francis de Sales that she 
was annoyed by many distractions at her Holy Communions and felt 
a very disconcerting coldness and dryness; consequently it seemed to 
her that it would be better if she did not receive Holy Communion 
so often. “No, my dear daughter!” replied the saint. “Holy Com- 
munion must not be postponed on account of these evils. No one 
will keep you more recollected than the King; nothing will warm you 
better than His sun; and nothing will bedew your soul so agreeably 
as His balsam.” 

In a letter on the great profit derived from frequent Holy Com- 
munion, the holy bishop asserted: “By my experience of twenty-three 
years spent in the care of souls, it is clear to me as noon-day how 
powerful is the strength of the Sacred Banquet to confirm souls in 
doing good, to keep them from wickedness, to console them, to raise 
them up; in one word, to make them heavenly and like unto God; 
on condition, of course, that Holy Communion is received with a lively 
faith and with a corresponding purity and devotion of heart.” 

St. Francis Borgia, before his retirement from the world, while 
holding a high rank in the service of Charles V, King of Spain, re- 
ceived Holy Communion publicly every week, even after having been 
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appointed viceroy of Catalonia. He paid no heed to the mockeries 
of the vain people of the world and to persons of the court who in- 
sinuated that such frequent Communions were not fitting for a man 
in so high a station. “You partisans,” he would reply, “you would 
not consider it improper to go to your king once a week if he invited 
you; it would even make you proud. And I, poor sinner, should 
not consider it the greatest honor to go to the Table of my highest 
Lord, the King of kings, who so graciously invites me to His Divine 
Banquet!” 

“As I live by the Father,” says Jesus Christ, “so he that eateth 
Me the same also shall live by Me” (John vi. 58) ; that is, the Divine 
power of God will wholly penetrate him who receives Jesus in Holy 
Communion and change him into a new and godlike being. St. 
Thomas Aquinas explains this wonderful change by the following com- 
parison: “If in a field or garden there is a wild or barren tree which 
bears tasteless or acid fruits, what happens to it? The experienced 
gardener grafts a twig from a fruitful tree onto the wild tree, which 
will then no longer be wild and unfruitful but will be changed to a 
fruitful tree; and its fruit will no longer be tasteless and acid, but 
sweet and savory. The same takes place in a soul in Holy Communion. 
Corrupted and unfruitful by the sin of Adam, it brought forth no 
fruit or works for eternal life, and when it did bring forth fruits, they 
were fruits of death and corruption. But what happens? When the 
soul has been transplanted into the garden of God by holy baptism 
and the wild shoots have been cut away by penance, it is changed 
and ennobled by the Body of Christ; its former unfruitfulness or works 
of corruption or death now cease; it begins to live by the life of Christ 
and to bring forth fruits of immortality and justice.” 

To become partaker of the great blessings and the numberless 
graces of which the Most Blessed Sacrament is the inexhaustible source, 
man should prepare himself properly for Its reception. St. Gertrude 
says very beautifully: “Just as a number of persons lighting their can- 
dles from one flame, all, indeed, obtain light and warmth, yet those who 
have a larger candle obtain more, so all who receive Holy Communion 
receive the grace of God, who is Light and Warmth, but those receive 
more who have greater love and devotion.” 

“All the graces which our Savior Jesus Christ in His Humanity 
brought to the whole world, these He presents to each particular soul 
with His holy Body and Blood, and He grants all the fruit of His 
death, resurrection, and ascension, together with the glory and blessed- 
ness of His holy Body and Blood, Soul and Divinity” — St. Thomas 
Aquinas.

the harp: “Come from Libanus, my spouse, come from 
Libanus! Come, thou shalt be crowned!” (Cant. iv. 8.) The gates of 
xe heaven swing ajar for a few brief moments today, and we behold her 
who was the most humble creature on earth raised to the highest rank, 
next to our Redeemer in the glory of heaven. “It was but just that 
the last one was raised to the first place, — she who considered herself 
% the least although she was the greatest,” says St. Bernard. With rap- 
ture the heavenly choirs gaze on the “Miracle of Divine Grace,” and 
the eyes of the Triune God find nothing in heaven or on earth upon 
which they could rest with greater pleasure. 

The Eternal Father gazed with bliss upon Mary, whom he had 
adopted as His Daughter from among all creatures. The Holy Ghost 
had chosen her as His Bride, and by the greatest grace of her life, 
she had become the Mother of the Divine Son. The Most Holy Trin- 
ity had adorned her with so many privileges, that now as she was 
assumed into the kingdom of heaven, resplendent with beauty and 
glory, the angels wondered in the words of the Canticle of Canticles: 
“Who is she that cometh as the morning rising, fair as the moon, 
bright as the sun?” (Cant. vi. 9.) Her body is full of dazzling purity, 
her soul bears the shining diadem of the Immaculate Conception. She 
alone was excepted from the universal law of original sin. Her heart 
is a treasury of grace; from her brow shine the jewels of her glorious 
virtues, heightened by the incomparable beauty of her sinless nature. 

What a jubilation resounded through the celestial courts when 
the crowning of the Blessed Virgin Mary was celebrated! How God | 
the Father rejoiced when He placed the crown of glory upon the mas- 
terpiece of His omnipotence, — His beloved Daughter! How the Son | 
of God rejoiced! Now on a throne at His side was His Mother, — 
heaven’s Queen. How the Holy Ghost, the Sanctifier triumphed in 
His most pure Spouse! The hosts of angels rejoiced as they bent low 
to greet, congratulate and venerate their Queen. The patriarchs, the 
ancestors of the Redeemer, exulted in delight. In one grand con- 
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cordant hymn the patriarchs, prophets, apostles, confessors, martyrs and 
virgins, cried out in ecstatic joy: “Salve, Regina! Hail, our Queen!” 

Once the humble Virgin of Nazareth spoke the prophetic word: 
“Behold, all generations shall call me blessed” (Luke i. 48). How 
magnificently this inspired prediction has been fulfilled! Millions to- 
day sing her praises. In the Church Militant, a tide of blessed joy 
surges through faithful hearts, as the liturgy places on our lips the 
words of the Jntroit of the Mass: “Let us all rejoice in the Lord, 
celebrating a festival in honor of the Blessed Virgin Mary, for whose 
Assumption the angels rejoice and give praise to the Son of God.” 
How truly the words of St. Augustine re-echo today in every Catholic 
heart: “Dearest brethren, the venerable day has dawned, the day which 
surpasses all the feasts of the saints, a superb and solemn feast of 
which we believe that the holy Virgin Mary was taken up into the 
splendor of heaven out of this earthly life. Let, therefore, the world 
rejoice at her glorious Assumption, for it would be unjust if the most 
glorious festival of her by whom the Maker of the world became our 
Redeemer, should pass without extraordinary manifestations of honor.” 

The feast of the crowning of the Queen of Heaven should most 
assuredly be a day of rejoicing for the pilgrims of earth, even though 
we are painfully conscious of our sinfulness and weakness, after we 
contemplate the stainlessness and sinlessness of Mary most pure. The 
invitation of the Triune God, “Come, thou shalt be crowned,” still 
re-echoes in this vale of tears. It is addressed to every one who, like 
the Blessed Virgin, treads this land of exile, from Nazareth to heaven, 
by labor, self-denial, pain and sorrow; to everyone who has gone the 
blood-stained way of the cross. Such a soul, like Mary, will receive 
the crown of the elect. “Come, thou shalt be crowned,” the angels, 
and the King of Angels will cry out to such a soul. There will be 
joy in heaven upon her entrance into the abode of the blessed. Who 
would not invoke Mary, imitate Mary in life that this promised crown 
may not be forfeited? We receive graces, although not in the fulness 
that Mary received them. Her co-operation deserved the glory of her 
Assumption; our glory will in like manner depend upon our co-opera- 
tion. We cannot hope for the glory gained by the Mother of God; a 
glory such as this is unattainable by us, born as we are in sin. But we 
can hope for a glory proportionate to our co-operation with the graces 
which our merciful God bestows upon us.

SAPeIN aati «Interesting indeed are the accounts of the various ways 
by which these souls were brought into the true fold. 
Among these various factors, perhaps none is more 
powerful in attracting souls than the motherly solici- 
tude with which the Church surrounds her children in, that critical 
hour when the shades of life are drawn and the portals of eternity 
open before them. This thought, too, has brought back many a 
prodigal son whose feet had strayed far from his Mother’s shelter- 
ing arms. 

Some years ago, a young man, intelligent, well educated and of 
high social standing, renounced Protestantism and became a Catholic. 
Unfortunately, however, his conversion was the result of impulse 
rather than of solid conviction, and it was not long before he had 
again drifted away from the true Faith. He remained for a time 
unattached to any creed; then, principally because of his attachment 
to his elder brother, he became an active and outstanding member 
of the Episcopalian Church. This brother, an energetic, admirable 
young man with a most winning personality, was an Episcopalian 
minister, much loved by his congregation and fairly worshipped by 
his family. So great was the younger brother’s devotion to him that 
it was said he would go through fire to please him. 

This young man — David Brownson by name — had a sister who, 
like him, had become a Catholic, but who, unlike him, had faithfully 
persevered in the Faith. Poor Corinne! Often she would ask her- 
self: “Shall it ever be thus? Will no other of my family ever join 
me at the altar? And David, will he never return -to his duties?” 
It seemed almost hopeless, but she prayed fervently that God in His 
own way would gather her dear ones into His one, true fold. 

One evening David came home elated; a long-sought advancement 
was his at last. The family, after having shared intimately his anxiety 
over the obtaining of the position, now entered fully into his joy. 
What pleasant plans they made! What air castles they built as they 
sat after dinner, gathered around the evening lamp! What most 
cheered David’s mother was that now her son could discontinue his 
night work. It was that, she thought, which was breaking his health, 
and making him thin, pale and haggard. What a joy to her heart it 
would be to see him grow strong again, strong and young and hand- 
some as he used to be, before overwork and long hours had made. 
his face so careworn and weary. 
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Their joy, however, was of short duration. A few days later, 
David came home, feeling ill. The next morning he had a burning 
fever and could not leave his bed. The doctor was summoned. 
Quickly and insidiously typhoid fever developed, with alarming symp- 
toms. Almost before the family realized it, David had reached a 
critical condition. Most careful nursing night and day failed to 
restore him. 

Corinne was in great anguish. The thought of her brother’s 
dying outside the true fold tortured her heart. She knew not how to 
broach the subject to him, since no mention of it had been made for 
years. In her distress she had recourse to prayer, and therein found 
light and strength. She hastened to her parish church and begged 
one of the priests to visit her brother. He did so, but his efforts were 
unavailing. The sick man was indifferent; he listened politely to 
the priest’s words, but gave no acquiescence. He was satisfied with 
his brother’s church, he said, and felt no need of changing to another. 
Deeply discouraged, the priest left, but yielding to Corinne’s earnest 
request, he came a second time. Again his efforts were fruitless; 
he left as before, having apparently accomplished nothing. 

The elder brother was most devoted in his care of David. He 
scarcely left the bedside, and seeing that death was probable, he 
endeavored to prepare his brother accordingly. He assured David 
that he would gladly perform whatever religious ministrations he 
might desire; he would administer the Eucharist according to the 
Anglican rite; he would hear his confession if he wished, and would 
give him every other consolation afforded by “Holy Mother Church.”

One day the sick man suddenly awoke from a profound sleep 
and exclaimed in tones of terror that he had had a vision of the other 
world.

Catholic Church. His wishes were instantly acceded to. His brother, 
far from opposing them, exerted himself to have them gratified. His 
conduct was indeed praiseworthy, as was that of the entire family. 
The mother with her own hands placed around her son’s neck the 
beads of the Blessed Virgin. 

David, fearing that his defection from the Anglican church might 
deeply wound his brother, said to him in tones of tender conciliation: 
“Brother dear, my affection for you makes me desire to remain an 
Anglican, but my duty to God makes me cling to Rome.” 

Corinne, with joyful heart, immediately sent for a priest. Then 
intervened a space of agonized waiting, such as occurs only during 
times of tence expectation. The precious moments were flying, and 
it seemed to her as though the priest would never come. In an agony 
of suspense she knelt beside her brother, praying the rosary with him 
and recalling to him the truths of religion. 

At last the priest was anncunced. He entered the death chamber, 
and was left alone with the patient for some time. The sins of many 
years were confessed, and the patient pardoned and absolved. When 
the priest left, he assured Corinne that her brother was in excellent 
dispositions; that he had found him well instructed and well pre- 
pared. What happiness for Corinne! Forgotten were the anxiety 
and sorrow which had oppressed her during the past few days; for- 
gotten even, for the moment, her grief at the impending separation 
from her beloved brother. Her heart sang a grateful Magnificat to 
God for the great mercies He had bestowed, particularly when David 
would press her hand and repeat again and again, “Corinne, cling 
to Rome!” 

After receiving the sacraments, David, as often happens, rallied 
and grew better. The anxiety of his family subsided, and their joy 
grew apace as one favorable symptom after another developed. With 
mingled feelings of hope and joy, Corinne assisted at Holy Mass on 
Sunday morning and prayed that her brother might recover if God 
so willed. But alas, a great sorrow awaited her. The symptoms of 
improvement were but the deceptive prelude to the end, and ere 
Corinne returned home, the soul of David had winged its flight heaven- 
ward. His last act had been to kiss the Crucifix and to sign himself 
with the saving Sign of Salvation, the distinctive mark of the Holy 
Roman Church which had again taken him to her bosom. His family, 
though non-Catholics, could not but express their wonder at his beauti- 
ful, peaceful death, and breathed the hope that they, too, might one 
day meet death with so much calmness and spiritual consolation.

Thirdly, over her path shines 
a brilliant star which guides her daily. It is the luminous beacon of 
obedience, disclosing to her at every moment the holy will of God 
through the voice of her superiors. Never does she walk more surely, 
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more securely and more cautiously than when she follows this un- 
erring guide. Thus ambition is chained by obedience; love of riches 
by poverty; and the vices of the flesh are conquered by chastity and 
mortification. 

Besides the holy vows, which enable her to proceed with greater 
assurance, the religious also proceeds more cautiously, because, living 
in the house of God, she escapes many dangers to salvation, is re- 
moved from the numerous temptations to sin and evil attractions of 
the world. The religious life further affords abundant and more ad- 
vantageous means of salvation which force one, so to speak, to be 
virtuous. These are the rules, the vigilance of superiors, the fre- 
quentation of the sacraments, public and private exhortation, the ex- 
ample of holy lives and companionship, daily meditation on the mys- 
teries of faith, spiritual reading, mortification, besides conferences, the 
absence of worldly conversations, the continual use of the things of 
God, and the correction of faults. 

The religious life is no other than the continual practice of virtues, 
which according to St. Thomas, are meritorious from being practiced 
through obedience and faith. What merits, what treasures of glory 
a religious amasses who surrenders her will in obedience to accomplish 
the least command which she has heard, particularly one who has 
immolated oneself in the service of the hidden God by a life of 
adoration before the sacramental veils. 

Death is sweet and easy to the religious, either because she has 
long since bidden adieu to the things of earth, or because she ex- 


periences great joy at the memory of a life consecrated to the un- 
reserved service of God.

were filled. with rage and envy. They had the apostles 
seized, cast into prison, dragged before their chief 
council, and would have put them to death, had not 
Gamaliel, a pharisee and doctor of the law, greatly 
revered for his virtue and learning, counselled moder- 
ation. “If this work be of men,” said he, “it will 
come to naught. But if it be of God you cannot overthrow it, lest 
perhaps you be found even to fight against God’ (Acts v. 34, 38, 39). 
The authority of Gamaliel was so preponderant that his advice was 
followed. Nevertheless, to satisfy their revenge, the Jews condemned 
the apostles to be scourged, and then commanded them to cease preach- 
ing. ‘“‘And they indeed went from the presence of the council, re- 
joicing that they were accounted worthy to suffer reproach for the 
name of Jesus. And every day they ceased not in the temple, and 
from house to house, to teach and preach Jesus Christ” (Acts v. 41, 42). 
The number of those who presented themselves for baptism increased 
exceedingly every day, for no earthly power was able to prevent the 
spread of the doctrine of Jesus Christ. 

The Crucified One had triumphed! In a few days thousands had 
been enrolled under His standard. Jerusalem seemed fast becoming 
the center of His kingdom, and who could tell where the new con- 
querors would stop? The Jews saw clearly that the work was Divine; 
but contrary to Gamaliel’s wise counsel, they resolved not only to 
check its progress, but even to annihilate it completely by putting the 
apostles to death even as they had done their Divine Master. But 
they were about to learn at their own expense what becomes of a 
nation combating against God. — Its destruction is inevitable! 

As Almighty God turned the deicide of the Jews to the salvation 
of the world, and the impenitence of the same Jews to the conversion 
of the heathen, so does He daily make use of the designs of the 
wicked to glorify His Church. 

The new converts in Jerusalem and its vicinity formed the first 
Christian community called the Church. The aposties presided over 
this Church as Christ had ordained. The whole book of the Acts 
of the Apostles, and all their epistles, bear witness that they did not 
only preach and baptize, and administer the other sacraments, but 
also ruled their communities in every way. They made regulations 
and laws; they threatened, judged, and punished. The number of 
believers grew daily and the Church spread rapidly over Judea, Sama- 
ria and Galilee, and into the surrounding countries,— and that even 
in spite of the bitter opposition of the Jews, which soon broke out into 
open persecution. 

The stubbornness and persecution of the Jews, and still more the 
express command of Jesus, Go teach all nations, had early determined 
the apostles to turn their attention to the Gentile world. 

St. Peter, the Prince of the Apostles, besides being the first to 
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establish the Church of Christ among the Jews, had also the privilege 
of founding the first Christian congregation among the Gentiles. En- 
lightened by God in the three visions of unclean animals (Acts. x), 
Peter went and preached before the Roman centurion, Cornelius, and 
his household, concerning the death and resurrection of Christ. The 
Holy Ghost came down upon all those who were listening to the 
Apostle’s inspired words and they were converted and baptized. Thus 
he, to whom the keys of the kingdom of heaven:had been given, was 
the first to open the doors of God’s kingdom on earth, not only to 
the children of Israel, but also to the Gentiles. 

Inseparably linked with the glorious name of Peter is the honored 
name of Paul. He was Saul of Tarsus, a young pharisee of fanatical 
zeal, the most furious enemy and rabid persecutor of the Christians. 
This man of wonderful mind and indomitable energy, struck by the 
grace of God, and miraculously converted, became ‘‘a vessel of election,”’ 
and the great Apostle of the Gentiles (Acts ix). Thus did Jesus 
baffle the Jews by taking their best recruits to make them His best 
officers. With what astonishment and chagrin they looked upon this 
once bigoted pharisee and bitter foe of Christianity, as he went into 
their synagogues and with superhuman eloquence preached that the 
crucified Nazarene was truly the Messiah! 


The Jews had rejected Jesus. They also rejected His apostolic 
chief and vicar. Wherefore, displacing the religious center of the 
world, St. Peter left Jerusalem, the cradle of Christianity. Soon 
after, we find him presiding over a large congregation at Antioch, 

where the followers of Christ were first called 
Rome Becomes Christians. About the year 42 he arrived in im- 
the Center of perial Rome, the city of the Pontiffs. Here he 

Christianity = established his see and ruled the Church of Christ 
for twenty-five years; here, together with St. Paul, he suffered a 
glorious martyrdom under Nero in the year 67. Sanctified by the 
blood of the twin apostles, Rome has ever since been the capital of 
the Christian world. 

Persecuted Christianity spread everywhere with unheard-of rapid- 
ity. On leaving Jerusalem (A.D. 42) the apostles dispersed to the 
different countries of the world, preaching Christ’s doctrine, baptizing 
the believers, laying down precepts to be observed, organizing local 
bodies of the faithful, and finally, with prayer and the imposition of 
hands; ordaining priests and bishops to instruct and govern the new 
congregations. Thus, in the prominent cities of the Roman empire, 
we find Christian communities over which the apostles placed their 
disciples as bishops; and from these centers the Christian religion 
was spread in every direction. For example, St. Paul appointed his 
disciple Titus bishop of the island of Crete, and instructed him to 
ordain and send bishops to the different districts; St. Peter sent his 
disciple St. Mark to Alexandria, whence Christianity spread over all 
Egypt; St. John’ ordained St. Polycarp bishop of Smyrna, and St. 
Ignatius bishop of Antioch. 


The labors of the apostles collectively are thus briefly summed up 
in the words of St. Mark, “Going forth they preached everywhere, the 
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Lord working withal and confirming the word with signs that fol- 
lowed”’ (Mark xvi. 20). 

Here, then, we have authentic facts of history. In the light of 
them let us briefly consider the position of those who hold that the 
Bible, and the Bible alone, is the sole and only rule of faith.

WENTY-FIVE years ago — long before you came into 
the world, dear Little Lovers —a saintly Pope who 
realized how much Jesus loves little children and how 
His Heart longs to be loved by them in return, issued 
a decree which said that children should be permitted 
to receive Jesus in Holy Communion as soon as they 
have reached the age when they can judge between 
right and wrong. This is usually about the age of 
seven years. He wished that Jesus should come into 

the hearts of little children to keep them innocent and pure, so that 

His enemy, the devil, should not rob Him of these souls by tempting 

them to sin. The name of this holy Pope was Pius X. How you must 

love him for having granted you such a wonderful privilege! It was 
on August 8, 1910, that he issued this decree. Our present Holy Father 
wishes all the children of the world to receive Holy Communion on 

August 15th as an act of thanksgiving. On this day every Eucharistic 

Knight and Handmaid ought to receive Holy Communion with great 

fervor, and ask our Lord to honor this good Pope by permitting his 

name to be entered upon the roll of the saints. 

How fortunate you are, dear children, to be allowed to go to 
Holy Communion while still so young. Your parents had to wait until 
they were at least twelve years old before they could receive their 
. First Holy Communion. Because he did so much to increase devotion 
to the Blessed Sacrament, Pope Pius X is called the “Pope of the 
Eucharist.” He also issued a decree permitting all Catholics to re- 
ceive Holy Communion every day if they wished. He foresaw that 
the world was becoming more and more wicked, and that the people 
needed to be strengthened by receiving Holy Communion often. 

From the lives of pious boys and girls all over the world we can 
see what beautiful fruits are springing from this privilege of early 
Communion. You have read about some of them in “Tabernacle 
and Purgatory.”
